A MATTER OF WEIGHT. - 

A few issues ago the Bulletin repiro- 
carced «2 letter from a correspondent, 
claiming that there was a discrepancy 
in weights between the town scales and 
the scales of local buyers. Loads, he 
claimed, weighed more when weighed 
on the tewn scales than when taken 
to ths scales of some of the buyers.

CANADIAN NORTHERN. 


From the Free Press: The Canad- 
ian Northern and Southeastern, pirac- 
tically the same road under the same 
management, is destined to become 
one of the most important railroads in 
America, and yet few persons, even 
Manitobans, know mach about it Mr. 
D, B. Haana, the general superintend- 
ent, and Messrs, McKenzie & Mann, 
the builders o f this railroad, have 
their offices ani staff in Winnipeg, 
which is the centre of all work done 
oa) this line, ' 

The Southeastern sec.ion has now 
reached a point about 156 miles souvh- 
east of Winnipeg, on the American 


sie. Its present objective point is 
Port Arthur, and soon, no doubt, it 
will have coanections with Juluith, 
toy. There is much timber east of 
Wisnigzeg on this line and already 
large quantities o f wood and logs 
reach Winnipeg over it. A saw mill 


requiring over 200 men to operate ji 
is being built in Winnipeg, and the 
logs for it will come all rail over this 
line. The distance from Winnipeg 
to Port Arvhur on this road will be 
about 435 miles. 


The Northwestern exteasion of the 
road has now reached Red Deer riv- 
er, about 300 miles morthwest of 
Winnipeg. At present traffic for this 
line is over the C.P.R. and M. & N. 
W. as far as Gladstone, ag the Can- 
adian Northern has not yet compiet- 
edj a lina of its.own between Winni- 
peg and Gladstone, but it will do so 
sovn. At Red Deer river it turns in 
a westerly direction and will run ai- 
most parallel with the Saskatchewan 
to Edmonton, At Edmonton, if not 
before it reaches there, it will cross 
the Saskatchewan and continue its 
cours? Gn to the Pacific ocean, where, 
no deubt, Port Simpson will be 
final terminus in the west.

Citizens can 
joia with the health officials in’ these 
precautions, in avoiding contact, and 
submitting \o vaccination, At Maple 
Creek rigid measures are being taken 
by Dr. Deane, health officer, to sur- 
ziress the (trouble. A proclamaiion 
from the department of agriculture, 
Regina, puts the district in quarantine: 
From the boundary north to the south- 
erly bowalary of township 29, and from 
ani imaginary line 6 miles west of the 
4th meridian to the westerly boundary 
of range 23 west, of the 3rd meridian. 
No deaths or no very serious illnesses 
are reported from Maple Creek.

ETOMOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


(Continued from last issue.) 

The Diamoni-Back Moth (P. cruci- 
ferarum) in June and early July was 
extremely abundant throughout the 
Territories and in many parts of Mani- 
toba. Practically the whole of the cul- 
iivated area of Alberta, Assiniboia and 
Saskatchewan, and parts of Manrvo%a, 
were visited by this pest, and many 
ii Lis Of cabbages, cauliflowers and tur- 
bigs were completely destroyed. The 
larva: of this moth alsc attacked let- 
imze, radish, rape, etc, A field of tur- 
pips badly infested with this pest pre- 
sents a weird and ghastly appearance. 
The riddled Jeaves are bleached and 
white, like skeltons. FParasiles have 
destroyed immense numbers of thes 
insects by laying eggs in the larvae. 

Remedy.—for the turnips, young cab- 
bages, etic., except lettuce, Paris green 
so ution, as recommended for the red 
turaig beetle. The difficulty is in get- 
ting at the underside of the leaf, as the 
larvae principally attack from the un- 
Herside, In the case of lettuce, helle- 
bore should b« used. Si:atter on the 
leaves when damp with dew a mixture 
afl 1 lb. of hellebore| to 2 Ibs. ai sifted 
ashes, 

The Colorade Potato-Bee.le (D. de- 
semlineator) has again made its ap- 
pearance in Central Alberta, though 
vot in lange numbers. On z3th June, 
both larvae and mature insecis were 
seen in several potato fields, bu. no 
great damage was done. This is the 
sxoad year tbis insect has appeared in 
Alberta, and as it is possible ihai these 
are advance guards, itis well to loox 
out ior them. 

Remedy—The same as for the red 


turnip beetle. Do no. kill the lacy- 
birds. 
The Three-Lined Potato Beetle (L. 


trcilimeata) has been more ‘troubjesome 
than the Colorado beetle. In some lo- 
calities in the south of Central Alberta 
it has seriously camaged potato crops, 
but its presence elsewhere is no’ re- 
(ported, This beetle was tbe chief in- 
sect pest of uhe potatoes in Ontario ua- 
ti! ‘the arrival of the Coloradd beetle, 
which it seems to have heralded. Rem- 
edy, the same as for the red iurnip 
beet le, 

The Rocky Mountain Locust has 
been very bad in parts of Manitoh, 
no:th cf Douglas and around Aweme. 
This 4v-8¢ i spfalt with im the May “1s! 
issu: of the Nor’-West Fermer, so I 
moed nok repeat it here. The insect 
lays its eggs im the soil among the 
and

Cutworms.—In Alberta and Assini- 
boia principaliy, the garden ones, such 
as A, clandestina, P. Brasgicae, and C. 
ochrogaster, hove caused the usual 
amount of loss in several distric.s, 
Many cabbage growers have had ‘to re- 
plant their crops, though around Ed- 
montion, where last year they were nu- 
n.erous, there has been a marked ab- 
sence of them this year. Ii is ditticu't 
to unterstand why ihere need be any 
loss from this pest when ihe remedy is 
so easy. 

Remedy.—Take, say 50 lbs. of bran 
and very slightly moisten it with water 
ami sweeten witha little sugar. Then 
mix well with it enough Paris green vo 
just color the bran, say abouc | Jb, of 
Yaris green, The cutworms will eat 
this bran in preferenve to che cabbages. 
The common cut worm is not a climber 
so wrapping a piece of smooth paper 
about three inches in breadth around 
the stem of Lhe young cabbage when it 
is plante 1 out is ano.ber preveatative 
remedy. The paper should be half an 
iach below the surface of the ground 
and 2 1-2 inches above. Keep the garden 
clean of weeds and rubbish in the fall, 
s° that the cut warm moth wi! haive no 
attraciion for laying its eggs. A more 
serious trouble, however, has deen 
caused by another kind of cut worm in 
Manitoba, This is the glassy ou. worm 


(Hadena cevastatrix), and ii, in the 
spring, committed very sericus injury 
to wheat crops nor h of Stonewall, 


This pest was present in come fields in 
thousands, and marched in a phalanx, 
devouring as they travelled. The re- 
medy for the glassy cult worm is ro 
easy. The grub burrows in the earth 
Auring the day, and comes toa the sur- 
face to feedat nighi. It eats the whole 
plant, beginning just below the sur- 
face. Thordughly spraying the grain 
along the front of their attack tor a 
space of ten feet with a ‘fj ution! 
Paris green has been found successful, 
if, however, the crop) has been ruined, 
turning chickens, or turkeys, on voi the 
field, for a day or two, and then sow- 
ing dats for green feed might be tried. 

Wireworms (Larvae of crane-flies, or 
“daddy-ldngiegs” and click beetles).— 
This is a pest very difficult, vo get <t. 
There are several different species of 
wireworm, They pass the winter in 
calls in the soil, so that: for some spe- 
cies 2 ploughing in August, and for 
others a ploughing late in the fall, will 
disturb these cells and kill ihe inmates 
by exposure, Seeding down on'y en- 
coutages the wireworm,but barley and 
rye seem distasteful to them, and fair 
crops of these can be grown even if 
he tield be badly infested with worms, 
and possibly the field itself be ulti- 
mately cleared of the pest. 

Among pests of foliage bas been the 
pallid, aspen beetle (Gonictena pallida). 
the loathsome larvae of this beetle 
were very abundant in the spiring, visi- 
ting nearly every aspen poplar and des- 
treoying mush of their beauty. rhis 
pest was especially abundant in the 
Red Deer district of Alberia and the 
N, E. of Assiniboia. These larvae mar- 
shal themselves, often as many as a 
doxen nu a leaf. Remedy.—Poison 
their food by spraying with Paris green 
solution, 

The Sriped Cottanwood Beaile (Lina 
scripta).—he fetiit larvae of this 
beetle were lozally abundant on wil- 
lows an! cottenwood, They emit whén 
distwrbed a milk-like fluid from tuber- 
cles along their back, and traila s.icky 
fluid wherever they crawl upon the 
leaf. This is a very troublesome rest 
in the east. in disuricts where Osiers are 
quitivated, The larvae, as well as vhe 
beetle, cause the dsier canes vo branch 
by, injuring the tips. Shou!d osiers be 
cultivated in the Northwest, Uhis pest 
will have to be reckoned with, Remedy. 
—Paris green or green arsenite soiu- 
tion sprayed on the food. 

Lice on trees and ylants.—Paoplar 
ani plants in paris of Alberta have suf- 
fered from this pest. Novicing the hab- 
its of lice, we see that they have their 
trunk-like beaks embedded in the leaf 
or stem. Nv foison on the plant cau 
therefore aifect these insects, and the 
obvious remely is to suffocate them by 

ing up their spiracles, or breath- 
ing ‘holes, with oil, e. g., coal oil emu!- 
sion or fumes of tobacced. : 

Other pests to foliage were leaf min- 
ers, which ate the interior of leaves of 
many ooitonwool Lrees around Medi- 
cine Hat. Remedy.—When once the 
JarVae has entere i the Jeaf,ic is difficult 
to get at it, except possibly by some 


penetrating liquid like coal oi! emul- 
sion but a sclution of Paris grees{ pr 
green arsenite sprayed on the leaves 
will doubtless prevent the attack. 

Among the minor pests, gall gnats of 
various kinds were generally abundant 
on willows. ‘The negundo leaf gall 
gnat affected the maples throughout 
Assiniboia in Jane. The same trees 
in, October had on them large clusvers 
of the box elder plant bug {Lep-o pris 
trivittatus) 

The Western Blister Beetle was re- 
ported like swarms of bees on beans 
at’ Lethbridge, in Sou.hern Alberta, in 
June. On wild vetches in cetiiral and 
Northern Alberta the Cantharis Nui- 
talli (Nuttalli’s blister beetle) was very 
abundant. 

Fleas, in households, towards the end 
of summer became an almost intoler- 
able nuisance throughout che North- 
west. It was surm’‘sed that they hid 
been driven by some causesfrom the 
prairie to the houses. They existed in 
hay mattresses in great abundance. I 
found a slight odor of carbolic acid 
effectually prevented fleas [rom coming 
into a chamber so. sceried. Burning 
yyrethbrum powder ‘s a good remedy 
tos driviog thom cut of a room,» 

Warbles in catile appear io be on the 
imcrease. Cattle farmers are very well 
acquainted with this fly, but it is a 
tiouble thar is tao apt to be treated 
av of noi a very serious nature and ag 
rol ptreventeble. This, however, is a 


great mistake. In ihe first place the 
tol maggot, or warble, so damages 


the bites tha’ grubby hides sell for 
o32-third hess than sound ones. Bur 
ihe beef itself is remdered: so inferict 
that buyers of the highest class of 
meat. who supply hotels, evc., will pot 
on any account buy carcasses showing 
traces of warble atiack. Such beef has, 
therefore, to be so'd alc a lessemed pirive 
below that ob.aimable for good beef,the 
reductioa ranging from $z to $5 per 
joareas2, La view of the large and in- 
creasing exports of beef (cold stored) 
ta Eogland, it becomes important to 
see that the reputatioa, of tha North- 
west is sustained by keeping s.ock free 
from ths post. In dairies, too, there 
is a loss in quantity of flow o! milk, as 
well as deterioratioa in qualiy, result- 
ing from th2 annoyance of the animals 
by the flies when depositing their eggs, 
aml later by the grubs. The shrinLage 
in th? milk is estimaied at ten per cent 
and, the deterionaion in quality at the 
same rate, making a to-al of 20 per 
cent. By the time the warbles are 
discovered in the spring, the mischief 
is <o22, Certain localities are more 
pariicularly infested ihen others,and a 
diy s°aso1 scenmis more encouraging 
ta the warble ily vhan' a wet! one, and 
where there is danger of the warble 
the animals shoul i be protected during 
the summer monaths by spraying them 
Occasionally with strong smeliing vils 
such as fish oil, train oil kerosene 
emulsion, diluted, or rancid butter. 


To make kerosene or coal cil emul- 
sion. add to 1 gal. of kerosene hat 
so.j suds made of half gal. of water 
(rain walter preferred) and quarter- 


pound of soap. Then churn ail thor- 
oughly together tijl it will adhere to 
the surface of glass without oiliness. 
When required tor use, diluie' the 
emuision by adding from 9 to 15 times 
its measure of warm water, 

In ‘making Paris green solution, it is 
a good plan to mix the Paris green 
and quicklime roughly together before 
adding the water, rhen add enough 
water to slack the lime, amd] mix! tho- 
roughly while hot, This will incor- 
porate the lime and Paris green com- 
pletely, aai the remainder of the water 
pod, soap can then be added,

I am noi 
able to say whether baitison was there 
oc not whiial was standing on the box, 
I remaimed on duty until seven o'clock 
in the morniug. i went down in ths 
cellar after 1 was oa auty, and Mayor 
MarKenzic, K. A. McLeod, Pattison and 
I am rol sure whether Hockley was 
there or mot; I remember Pattison 
picking up matches on tne floor on ‘he 
east side scattered oa the floor close 
te the wall The matches were burn- 
vd. There were about two dozen mat- 
ches. I took out some mwre paper eich- 
er this time or lacer, one bundle ef 
folded taper, and landed it out to Po- 
liceman J’at*isou.

I titcecd the siein on side of raft- 
erat the glace where I took the last 
buadlos fio.n, and somebody helped me 
ulp ‘aod I smelled it and smelled coal 
oul. lt was about ten inches on. the 
side of the rafter. I came down from 
there and I ootieed that the saw dust 
Was wet and took some and smelled it 
and it smelled of coal oil. Somebody 
said tha: we ough to take a sample 
of it amd Mr. Hockley, got a paper bag 
and.I putt the saw dusi in the bag; 
went arownd further and noticed there 
was coil oil there to; we took some 
more and put it in a separate bag, 
and laoked in three places and took 
samples of tie saw, dust. | saw “Mr. 
Hockley marking those bags. The last 
I saw Mr. Hoskley took the bags up- 
stairs. I doa’t identify the last bundle 
I handed over to Patiison. I saw Mr. 
Mosigomery that night, but did not 
speak to him. I called Mr. Vaivison’s 
LOLs ‘to Uhe coal oi] stains on the east 
wall where the biackening was. It 
was about two and half feet from the 
ground, It was about ten inches in di- 
ameter, The body of the iamp was un- 
broxen.

The front door was opened when 
I reached there: When I entered vhe 
building I went straight to the cellar. 
Whea Lt went ivio vbe ceilar, I saw 
Engstrom, Johnson, Mulleti or Hanper. 
I did not see anyone eise then, Afver- 
wards there: were Patison, A, McLeod, 
Dean and Mayor MacKenzie, L was in 
the ceilar oa two different occasions, 
Turgeoa was not in the cellar when I 
was there. When 1 went down in the 
cellar I saw Engstrom pulling papers 
fiom between the joisus and [ took 
charge of them. They were saturated 
with coal oi], There was no’ blaze or 
spark but thes were smouldering and 
the papers were charred. The papers 
in exhibit'"G” aresthe pupers chat were 
handed to me, I don’t know wheher 
they were folded or not when brought 
out. 1 rolled them up infa piece ot 
wrapping paper. I did not notice Mr. 
Champeney in the cellar. On the sec- 
ond occasion (t would be about an hour 
alier the firsi time Pattisoa, Dean, 
Mayor MacKenzie Engstrom, and I 
thiok Harper, were there. | saw some 
matches jacked up.

Cross-examined: After [ picked up 
the paper I showed it to the Mayor 
and be told me to bring it to the hall. 
When Engstrom handed the paper he 
did not seem as if hey wanted; to hide 
it. I noticed a lamp there and also 
noticed the chimney was broken. I nbo- 
ticed Hockley there on the seconk oc- 
casion, There was some conversation 
but can’t remember what it was, I 
think Engstrom would want to be 
helped up-to get Decween the joist. 

Robert Hockley, sworn, said: I am 
captain of the chemical department of 
the fire brigade. I was at the fire at 
Mr. Montgomery’s. The door was open 
when I reached the building, Did not 
see Mr. Montgomery cn going into the 
shop. I was down cellar seVeral tumes, 
at least four times. As I wag late 

tting ie the fire the chemical had 
ai atvwork wheo'l arrived. On first 
going down cellar there was dome 
disorder and I did not notice parii- 
eularly thos» present. Among those in 


I had better remain a few minutes to 
see if there was any more fire. There 
was still considerable smoke. To make 
sura thought well to play chemical to- 
wards the sill in’ the northeast corner 
of the celjar. No flame was visible. 
Had two boards pulled out at bottom 
and agcertained:there was no fire there. 
On chemical Seing turned on 1 thought 
I saw a flash for an instant. Leaving 
Engstrom in charge of the Babcock at 
the scene-pf the\fire i came with chem- 
ical to the fire hali to refili, My sec- 
and trip vo the tire was avout an hour 
later as it took some time to refill 


chemical, The seconmi time I went in 
the cellar there were Chief Pattison. 


Mayor MacKenzie, } angstrom, Grisen- 
thwaite aad Consiak:e Dean, I think 


Dean called my attention to a number 


of burned matches near the east wall 


also a oumber of stains of what was 


considered coal oil. ‘there was more 
than one. There had been no trace of 
fire at those spozs. Those stains were 
opposite the first and second openings 
in the southeast corner. 1 looked at 
the stains, noi particularly, At the 
same time I noticed saw dust which 
smelled of coal oil. i toak it in my 
hard, aad it fei* moist. Went and pro- 
cured some paper bags to put sample} 
ini them, and instrucied Mr. Engstrom 
to get some directly underneath the 
stairs. Engstrom took some in the first 
sjace and put it in a paper bag and it 
was marked by myself. Like action was 
taken in second space and put in a 
separate bag. I beld the bag. The 
same thing was done in space number 
three and pult in a separate bag. - The 
paper bags were in perfect order and 
dry. I recog-ise exhibits ‘“C”, “D,” 
and “E.” L gave these bags in posses- 
sion; of-rne cwef of police. A few min- 
utes after they ,were filled there was 
quite an impression of oil on them. On 
the third oscasion there were no sam- 
Ples taken. 1: Was charred more where 
lm: matches were found avou. three 
feet from the sow.heast corner, ap- 
parently zight at the ground. The 
boards had a bluckened appearance to- 
wards the northeast corner, The ar- 
fearance seemed to Stari about three 
or four feet inclining towards ‘the 
vortbeast corner, I can’i say that I 
saw, apy charring anywhere else than 
Wadere coe mMavches were found, I saw 
cans that ere cnalred and some burn- 
ed alongside the stairs. The charred 
spot was about a foot long. 

John Ross, sworn: I am an insur- 
ance agent. I represent the Canadian 
Fire Insurance Company. Mr. Mont- 
gomery is insured in wy agency in all 
for $3,000 in 4 policies. The inswrance 
is all on the stock. These first two 
policies were takem in $500 each. One 
dated 26th S»..°97. transferred from 
D. Evans. One dated 26th Seprt., 98. One 
dated 27tb-siarch, 1900. for $1,000. And 
One ‘ith September, 1900 for $1,000, All 
four of these are iu force, I inspected 
the store, I askei him the value of 
the stock and he answered, verbally, 
$9,000, the dny goods added. I[ asked 
him if he had anly insurance and I don’t 
remember what he said. jif thought 
that he was not over insured at the 
time, 

G. W. R. Almon, swhirn: I am an in- 
surance agent. 1 represent among 
others The Hartford Insurance Co.. 
M. Montgomery ‘s insured in the Hart- 
ford. The policy receipt No. 8, 5th 
July, 1900; $2,000, on the stock. Mr. 
Moutgomery stated that tha value of 
his stock was $1,000, I have a copiy; of 
the original application which siated 
that there was other i nsurance, 
namely $1,000 in the Nerth Hritish & 
Mercantile; $2,000 in the Canadian 
Five insurance¥Co. I was satisfied that 
he had aot over valued his stock. 

A.G. Harrison, sworn. I am an insur- 
ance agent representing among ovhers 
the North Pruish & Mercanitiie, Mr. 
Montgomery is insured in British and 
Mercantile. He was insured for $1,000 
in October 21st, 1897 and policy is aow 
in force. 

The court them adjourned till to-day 
at 10 o'clock. 

The case has beeo in progress all day, 
‘and is still unconcluded as we go to 
press, The fuil report will appear next

Great dfference of opinion 
exists among’ local medicai meu 
as to the mature of thea Alis- 
ease now epidemic in the district. 
The medical nealth officer has reported 
ane case as small pox and Dr. Macdon- 
ald. of Calgary. wio investigated the 


cases at Hay Jakes reported them as 
sminall pox, Other medical men in town 
coatirm the small pox diagnosis, while 
others contend that the cases under 
their charge, though sirongly resemb- 
ling small gox, are merely cases of vir4 
uleot chicken ox With a view to de- 
termining v"hat.action should be taken 
tdwards stamping out the epidemic, 
Chas. W. Petersen, deputy commission- 
er of agriculture in the Northwest gov- 
erament, came in Wednesday. That 
night he met tha council and medical 
health officer im the council chamber, 
The position of afiairs was discussed, 
but nothing definite dope, beyond ar- 
ranging to meet the health and relief 
committees of Strathcona and Edmon- 
ton ani the medical health officers of 
the twoecowns tne tollowang afternoon. 
In the course of his conference on Wed- 
pesday night Mr, Peterson said that 
there was oo doubt but that the cases 
reported were smal] pox, The depart- 
ment had craved Lpe aisease Irom Mon- 
tana directly to Maple Creek, The 
tdwno in Montana from which it was 
traced has now had to establish a pest 
house. ‘““Peqple may not die,” said Mr. 
Peterson, “but that is one of tha pe- 
culiarities of the disease in its present 
form. I might coin oux that wherever 
it struck a persom nav vaccinated it is 
very dangerous. Though the situation 
is grave, if the two idwns are looked 
after I do not think you will have a 
great deal of trouble. the disease is 
all through the '»'f-breed coiony at 
Hay lakes—fiity vases ani some of 
them are severe. Lhe guresumeat will 
look after’ cne outiving districts and we 
must make arrangements wiih the po- 
lice to have all communication cui off 
with Hay lakes; We must alsa control 
the railway traffic,” In reply oa 
question the depudy commissioner gaid 
he thought ii would be desirable to 
close che schools, He wouid also ad- 
vise against pwolic gatherings. The 
medical health officer, interrogated by 
the council, said there were sixieen 
cases in town, and of these probably 
twelve would iiave recovered next 
week, Coatinuing. Mr. Peterson said; 
“The evidence is very conclusive that 
the department must lcok upon it as 
smail pox-.they cannot look upon ii 
as anything else, If the, iown will do 
its part we will do our share and con- 
trol it quuside.” He thought there 
would beeno aecessity for a pest house. 
The commissioner also gtated that he 
would telegraph to Regina at once) to 
have chicken pox added to the lisy of 
diseases liable to be quarantined, and 
stated that if the epidemia could not 
be stopped before the hot weather 
comes there would be no telling! what 
would, coine of ity 

Dr. Archibald, medical health offi- 
cer of Strathcona, had seen ‘ten or 
twelve casessim 2, noi all of them be# 
ing in the town limits. Some of the cases 
were new but none serious, He was 
not prepared ta gay that the cases un- 
der his charge were anything but 
chicken pox, The doctor at Leduc had 
wired that there was a case of small 
EOx thretemiles east of there. 

Dr, Braitwaitersjaved inat the cases 
cog increasing in serigusness every 

The police are patroiling three affect- 
ed paliénis, jusi outside the town lim- 
its; Adolphus Norris, on the Si. Albert 
trail, Hamelin, on the Fort trail, and 
Filladeau, just-acrass the bridge. 

Seven additional cases were. reported 
to them yesverday. 

So far oniy one death is known ta 
have occurred from the complaint, 
Gladu, a half-breed of Hay lakes. An- 
other man, Joe Donald, is reported to 
be in @ dangerons condition. He comes 
from Cooking lake. 

Dr, Harrison, government Indian 
Physician, has received instructiong to 
have all Indians in bis charge vaccin- 
ated. 

The followingsday, atter consultation 
with the medical men and police au- 
thorities, the town was quarantined, 
the quarantine wstrict being delimited 
as follows :,

De, Harrison was appointed, a health 
officer under the ordinance.. 


The quarantine is for no other pur- 
pose than to stamp out the disease at 
once, It is not dangerous at Eresent, 
but if allowed to develop and spread 
would speedily get so. It ig thought 
that by taking vigorous steps the epi- 
demic cenbe controlled in a few weeks, 
and without materially affecting the 
business of the town and district, 

Travellers will be allowed to come 
and go on certificates from a health 
officer
